But there is no 
Judging of the quantity of Gold and Silver that 
js Current in the Kingdom, by what is in the 
Exchequer, or in Great Mens Coffers, nor by 
what is in the Bank, or in the Companies. 

We well know that the debafing of our Cozn 
in the Reigns of King Charles the Second, King 
James the Second, and King Wiliam, was a turn 
of French Foliticks upon the Englifh Nations and, 
I remember, this was mentioned as fuch by Dr. 
Oats, in his Narrative of the Popi/h-Plot. The 
Parliament, in Charles the Seconds Reign, endea- 
vour'd to Redrefs this Evil, by making it Death 
for any one to diminifli the Coin of the King- 
dom; but this was not found a fufficient Re- 
medy ; and, indeed, there is too much room left 
for Refledtion on the Wifdom of thofe Parliaments, 
who if they had made an Act, That no Coin 
after that manner diminifh’d fhould pafs in any 
Payment whatfoever, it would have put a Stop 
to that Evil, and have Saved the Lives of many 
Criminals. 

Our Coin being now reduced, and all Mill’d, 
the Trade of Clipping is loft, and it is not worth 
the while of thofe Mzfcreants to drill our Crown 
or Half-Crown Pieces, the Profit of their Iniquity 
being fo {mall; but if there be fuch ways of 
melting it down, €c. as this Paper mentions, 
the Evil will grow upon us, and we mult expect 
yet a greater Scarcity.

We have try’d the Experiment of ratfing our 
Money, and have found it very Beneficial.
